JARED NORMAN ENGLISH 
Ican do all things through Christ who strengthens me. - Philippians 4:13 (NKJV) 
This was the favorite Bible verse of Jared Norman English, who ascended to Heaven on 

Sunday afternoon, April 18, 2021, on his way home from his favorite place-church-where 

he did his favorite thing: worship God through leading the congregation in song. Albeit 

brief by most standards, his life which ended a mere week shy of 
his thirty-third birthday held measures of fullness and richness 
more often seen in those spanning far more years. 

Utterly joyful from the day he was born on April 26, 1988, 
in Montgomery, Alabama, Jared awoke happy every morning = § 
with coos and giggles. His college piano teacher remarked on 
his contagious enthusiasm anjoy for life, lighting up the univer- 
sity hallways with his very presence. Always wearing a smile 
with a ready laugh on the verge, he relished invoking laughte 
from others. 


little bit; he loved big.” 

Known to initiate conversations with anyone anywhere, Jared in his gregarious nature 
defied the stereotypical traits of Asperger’s Syndrome, the condition with which he was 
bom. This defiance played out in all areas of his life as his condition proved to be a gift 
rather than a detriment. 

But he said to me, “My grace is sufficient for you, for my power is made perfect in weak- 
ness.” Therefore I will boast all the more gladly about my weaknesses, so that Christ's 
power may rest on me. -2 Corinthians 12:9 

This perceived weakness became the powerful instrument God used to shine His light 
to others through Jared. Absolute faith in God was the most important thing in Jared’s life 
aside from his family. He prayed with full expectation that his prayers would be answered. 
He never shied away from sharing his faith and encouraging others to experience God’s 
blessings. He invited everyone he met to join him at church-coworkers, bandmates, people 
at the gym, his barber, restaurant servers, strangers-everyone. Very often, Jared’s invita- 
tions yielded people showing up to worship with him. 

Beyond faith and family, Jared pursued many interests. He earned the rank of Eagle 
Scout. He avidly followed all Troy University Trojan sports, seldom missing a game, and 
University of Alabama Crimson Tide football. As much as he loved the latter, he remained 
quick to clarify that Troy would always be his favorite. He enjoyed working out at his gym 
six days a week; he was an excellent cook and loved to try new recipes; and he adored his 
cat Simba, whom he had rescued as a severely malnourished kitten and nurtured into full 
health. He also loved photography, travel, bicycling, camping, and kayaking. 

No greater passion, though, held sway over Jared than music. His first piano teacher 
noticed that he was devouring his music lesson books, skipping ahead of her assigned les- 
sons each week. She also discovered that he had perfect pitch around age 11. His prowess 
included composing, arranging, and editing music. In high school, he earned the National 
Piano Guild Award four consecutive years, along with State Finalist in the Alabama Young 
Soloist piano competition and several All-State Band and All-State Soloist awards. 

In college at Troy, Jared played percussion in the famed Sound of the South Marching 
Band; sang tenor in the Collegiate Singers; was chosen as sweetheart of Tau Beta Sigma 
music sorority; and landed internships at Atmosphere Recording Studio and Ariana Pro- 
ductions in Montgomery and at Red Hot Jingles in Nashville. He earned his baccalaureate 
degree in music, with primary instrument as piano, in 2014. 

As his musical abilities and interests evolved, Jared’s greatest joy came to be leading the 
worship music in church. He spentall his free time studying and listening to worship mu- 
sic. A graduate of the Worship Leader Institute, Jared participated each week in the Middle 
Tennessee Friday Night Singings. By invitation, he was a featured song leader each year at 
Songfest in Cullman, Alabama. He coordinated and conducted a monthly worship service 
at Carrick Glen assisted living facility in Mount Juliet, Tennessee. Jared maintained an ex- 
tensive collection of hymnals and could name almost any song in any hymnal by memory. 
In addition to sacred music, he played percussion in both the Cedar Creek Community 
Band and in the Nashville Community Concert Band, which honored him with the Players 
Inner Circle award in 2019, chosen by vote of the entire band membership. 

A member of Jared’s church in Nashville wrote in a letter to his mother: Jared left us 
with the ability'to love everyone, in spite of differences. He left us with the realization of 
how God can transform a life into what He can use in His Kingdom, when one is open and 
willing He was a welcome and refreshing light that illuminated the church! He inspired 
those who struggled with his “can do anything I put my mind to” attitude.I know when 
we get to Heaven, Jared will be one of our Song Leaders, smiling from ear to ear, with his 
hand up, helping us all stay in harmony. Thank you for sharing your beautiful boy with us. 
We are the better for knowing and loving our precious Jared. 

A gift for all eternity as an example of God’s purest work, Jared Norman English was 
preceded in death by his maternal grandparents, Joe Farris and Martha Lois Davis English; 
and his brother, Glenn Alan Davis. 

He is survived by his parents, Paul Wesley and Cara Leigh English Catrett; his brother, 
Wesley Thomas Catrett and wife Shay; his paternal grandparents, Whitman Levi and Nel- 
lie Pearl Catrett; and scores of relatives, friends, and siblings in Christ from Elba to Opp to 
Troy to Nashville, and everywhere else his journey took him.

During WWI, these switch- 
board operators were sworn 
into the U.S. Army Signal 
Corps, which was formed 
in 1917. They worked long 
hours, often under combat 
conditions manning their 
positions even when faced 
with hostile fire. 

After the war, they were 
not recognized as “veterans” 
and didn’t receive any ben- 
efits until in the 80s after a 
long legal battle, they were 
finally recognized for their 
service.

Raised Bed Gardening 
Workshop held in Elba 


This past April, the 
Coffee County Extension 
office hosted a raised bed 
gardening workshop in 
Elba. 

Gavin. Mauldin, 
Coffee County Extension 
Coordinator, explained 
what the Giving Garden is 
and why it was started. The 
Giving Garden is a project 
of Restoration154, Inc., an 
Elba, Alabama-based non- 
profit. Currently, there are 
20 raised beds and a tun- 
nel house on site. All of 
the produce grown at The 
Giving Garden is distribut- 
ed at The Elba Community 
Food Bank. 

Megan Jones, Alabama 
Extension-Home Grounds, 
defined raised bed garden- 
ing as a form of gardening 
3—4 foot wide beds, which 
can be of any length or 
shape. The soil is raised 
above the surrounding soil, 
6 inches to waist high, 
enclosed by a frame gener- 
ally made of wood, rock, 
or concrete blocks, and 
enriched with a soil com- 
post mix. A few advantag- 
es to raised bed gardening 
include maximizing space 
when it is limited, it can be 
a solution to poor or rocky 
soil conditions, it can be 
constructed to meet acces- 
sibility needs, and it can 
improve drainage. 

A hands-on _ planting 
exercise was planned for 
the workshop, but was post- 
poned due to the possibility 
of rain. However, after the 
workshop, Gavin Mauldin 
gave a tour of the raised 
beds, while answering 
questions about the Giving 
Garden’s history, and plans 
for this spring.

It Starts with Me 


The 2021 Oscars aired Sunday night. I did not watch 
it, but Tyler Perry’s Jean Hersholt Humanitarian Award 
acceptance speech filled the headlines Monday morning. 
The following quote offers timely advice to combat the 
ongoing division evident in America, even if you haven’t 
been directly affected by it. Perry says, “My mother taught 
me to refuse hate...to refuse blanket judgement.” 

When | think about that life lesson, I begin wondering 
how children learn to hate and when stereotypes start to 
form, Sure, some of it comes naturally as we interpret 
personal experiences, but when I watch my two-year-old 
daughter interact with people differing in age, ethnic- 
ity, and economic status, it’s obvious she never hates or 
judges. How beautiful it is to watch children who have not 
been corrupted by things such as music, movies, friends, 
and family, accept one another as equals. 

You might say that Perry’s mother was a genius for 
raising her son in such a way, but the practice of refus- 
ing hate and blanket judgement has been the mission of 
each one committed to following the example of Christ. 
The Gospels record the earthly ministry of Jesus, and 
each writer describe numerous occasions were Jesus 
loved when others would not. He shattered divisive tradi- 
tions that hindered God’s plan for humanity. One of my 
favorite examples is found in John 4:1-42 where Jesus 
(a Jew) encounters a Samaritan woman at a well. Allow 
me to highlight two of the many significant details. First, 
Jews and Samaritans had 500 years of hatred for each 
other since the northern kingdom of Israel intermarried 
with the Babylonians while captive and the southern did 
not. In short, Jews considered Samaritans “half-breeds” 
unworthy of forgiveness or salvation. Not only should this 
have steered Jesus away, but secondly, this woman was not 
accepted by her own for her reputation. Even though Jesus 
knew everything about her, he used her to help many more 
Samaritans believe in him. (John 4:39-41) 

I understand that Perry’s references and feuds like that 
of Jews and Samaritans might not be rampant in Elba, but 
I am not so naive as to believe there is no division among 
us. I hear division in gossip. I see it in gestures. I read it 
on social media. Yes, we are all guilty at times. We will not 
resolve all the world’s conflict, but we can make a differ- 
ence in our community. Colossians 3 offers a strategy for 
change. 3:14 states, “Beyond all these things put on love, 
which is the perfect bond of unity.” This passage was lived 
out in the lives of two middle aged African American men 
who paused their Sunday afternoon plans to change a tire 
for two elderly Caucasian women at a local gas station 
just this week. We refuse hate and blanket judgement by 
putting on love, then raising our children to do the same. 
Communities rarely change overnight, but I can by saying, 
“Tt starts with me!” You can too.

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2020 Census shows Alabama’s 
population at 5.03 million people 


Alabama has grown to 
a total population of 5.03 
million and will retain its 
current number of seven 
seats in the U.S. House of 
Representatives for the next 
10 years, according to the 
first data released from the 
2020 Census. 

The U.S. Census Bureau 
announced the statewide 
population totals and 
Congressional apportion- 
ment results for each of the 
states Monday afternoon as 
part of the first release of 
data collected during the 
2020 Census. Alabama’s 
statewide total population 
has increased from the total 
population of 4.8 million in 
the 2010 Census. 

“This data reveals what 
we’ve known all along — 
Alabama is a great state 
to call home, and many 
are choosing to do so,” 
Governor Kay Ivey said. “I 
am extremely pleased that 
we will keep all seven of 
our current seats in the U.S, 
House to provide valued 
and needed voices to advo- 
cate for our state and our 
people for the next 10 years. 
Our success in the census 
was certainly a group effort 
across the entire state, and 
I offer my heartfelt thanks 
to everyone who played a 
part.” 

Throughout the 2020

Spring turkey 
season ends 
on April 30 


Spring turkey season 
will close April 30 for most 
Alabama counties. 

The decision was made 
to allow as many hens as 
possible to breed before 
the males are harvested. 
Research suggests that 


slightly delaying the season _ 


could have a_ significant 
impact on increasing the 
turkey population. No 
changes were made to the 
bag limit, which is one 
gobbler per day with a total 
of five during the combined 
spring and fall seasons. 
“The Advisory Board’s 
decision is related to 
growing concerns of an 
observed decline in wild 
turkey population growth 
in Alabama,” said Steve 


Barnett, Wild Turkey 
Project Leader for the 
Alabama Division _ of 


Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries. “Harvest data 
shows that many adult 
gobblers are harvested in 
the first two weeks of the 
season. That’s well before 
the peak of nest initiation.” 

Additionally, spring 
turkey season will be 
delayed for research 
purposes on the following 
Wildlife Management 
Areas: Barbour, J.D. 
Martin-Skyline, Hollins, 
Oakmulgee, Lowndes, 
Choccolocco, and Perdido 
River. The delayed season 
will run to April 30, 2019. 
For more information about
